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INTRODUCTION

The 1986-87 ARL Statistics presents data from the 118 U.S. and Canadian research libraries
that were members of the Association of Research Libraries during the 1986-87 fiscal year. The
ARL memibership consists of 106 university libraries and 12 public or private, independent research
libraries.

Rising serial prices continue to be a major concern of research libraries, and the 1986-87 data
show that the crisis is not abating. Median expenditures for serials by ARL’s 106 university library
members were 18.2% higher than 1985-86, while the number of titles received grew by only 2%.
Over the past ton years, median serial expenditures have averaged an 11.6% increase each year,
while the number of current serial titles received increased ax average of 1.2% per year.

Beginning in 1985-86, ARL began collecting data which allows calculation of a rough price
index for monographs and serials. Using median figures for university libraries, not only are
libraries as a whole spending more, but the unit costs of both serials (per title) and monogre_ s
(per volume) are going up: serials by approximately 17.2% per title over 1985-86, and monographs
approximately 7.8% per volume over 1985-86. As costs increase, serials expenditures are claiming a
larger portion of the library materials budget. In 1975, the median figure for serials expenditures
was about 48% of total library materials expenditures. That number continued to grow until it was
58% in 1981. The rate then dropped steadily until 1986, when it was 52%. In just one year,
however, serials expenditures have- risen to 56% of the library materials budget--almost back to
their highest point. Clearly, if serials continue to demand a larger proportion of the library
materials budget, there will be a significant impact on research libraries and the resources they are
able to provide for scholars in the future.

Expenditures for ARL’s 118 member libraries as a whole were over $1.5 billion in 1986-87, a
79% increase over 1985-86 expenditures. During 1986-87, the collections of these libraries, which
now number almost 328 million volumes, grew only 2%, with 4.4% fewer volumes added than last
year; expenditures for these materials increased by more than 9%. The number of serial titles
received stayed virtually the same at 3.4 million, but again, serials expenditures increased over 18%.
The salaries and wages paid by ARL libraries increased by 6.1%, while the number of staff increased
by 1.8%.

Figures for ARL’s 106 university libraries paralleled those for the ARL membership as a whole.
The total number of volumes held by these libraries increased by just over 2% to over 280 million.
Expenditures for materials increased 8.8%, but 1.4% fewer volumes were added than in 1985-86. The
size of staff was relatively stable, with expenditures for salaries and wages increasing by 6.1%.
Total expenditures, now over $1.1 billion, increased 7.7% over last year. The median ARL university
library, which holds about 2.1 million volumes, spent 14% more for library materials, but increased
its holdings by only 23% (2.8% fewer added volumes than 1985-86), and. as noted above, its serials
by only 1.2%.

The last decade or so has seen a slight shift in the allocation of resources in ARL university
libraries. Library materials, which accounted for about 31% of the iibrary budget in 1975, claimed
about 34% in 1987. Total salaries and wages were 58% in 1975, but decreased fairly steadily to 51%
in 1987. Binding and Other Operating Expepditures, a catch-all category for nonmaterial and
nonsalary expenditures (e.g., utomation expenditures), rose from 11% in 1975 to about 15% in 1987.

Changes in practice at the Center for Education Statistics affect some of the data on
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enrollments in this -publication. Beginning with the Fall 1986 data, the "Integrated Postsecondary
Education Data Survey" (IPEDS) asks for head count rather than FTE for part-time students. For
this reason, statistics for part-time enrollment are not conmsistent with the figures included in
previous years’ ARL Statistics. :

As in past years, the Committee on ARL Statistics has continued to work on clarifying
definitions and instructions which have been subject to misinterpretation,! and encouraging member
libraries to bring their reporting into full compliance with the ARL dcfinitions. Data submitted by
member libraries is reviewed to ensure accuracy and consistency, and to identify and explain
anomalies. Because of changes in data eiements over the past two years, and the adjustments a
number of. libraries have' made in their reporting procedures to be more cousistent with the ARL
definitions, care should be used in comparing this year’s data to data collected in previous years.
‘For example, a number of libraries have discovered that their treatment of government documents
was not consistent with ARL’s definitions and have adjusted their figures for volumes held, current
serials, and microform holdings accordingly. In some cases, this more accurate reporting has
resulted in changes in relative position in‘the rank order tables.

While . .t of the data contained in this publication describe on-site institutional resourses,
the Commi on ARL Statistics is studying various ways of measuring access*to and use of
additional resources. Some of the data supplied by members in several supplementary statistics
surveys wiil bé useful in determining new data categories. Some of these new measures will be
reflected gradually in ARL’s annual questionnaire.

Those using the ARL Statistics to compare individual institutions will need to consult the
symbols indicated on the "ARL Library Data Tables" and the "Footnotes." Although the definitions
and procedures used in the Statistics questionnaire aim at achieving consistency, as noted above,
variant reporting practices do exist among ARL libraries. To aid comparability, expenditures of
Canadian_libraries are expressed in U.S. dollars in the ARL Stafistics; the exchange rate use for
1986-87 is 1.3602 Canadian dollars to one U.S. dollar.?

The rank order tables presented in this publication are based on quantitative data supplied by
ARL member libraries. They are not indicative of qualitative factors, and, therefors, should not be
used as measures of library quality. In comparing any individual library to ARL medians or to
other ARL members, one must be careful to make such comparisons within the context of differing
institutional and local goals and ckaracteristics.

Medians, on the other hand, are a measure of central
tendency, focusing on the midpoint in a distribution, and are thus preferable for describing ARL libraries.

Caution should be usxd in interpreting the percentages as shown, because the
university expenditure figures are not entirely comparable to tiiose for the libraries.
For example, the university figures include outlays for fringe benefits and maintenance
of facilities; most ARL library figures do not mclude\ such expenditures. Definitions for
the library expenditures can be found in the ARL : Statisties questionnaire (p. 55-58 of
the 1986-87 AKL Statistics). Definitions for the university reports are in the
Department of Education CTenter for Statisties form, ED (CS) Form G-50-14P-F,
Integrated Postsecondary.
